THE FAIRS. 


Tba Carson Appeal, of Wednesday, 


•ays: 


This year Nevada has launched out 


into the scheme of holding a State Fair 
and several District Faire, all assisted 
by State aid. In this, Nevada is but 
following the leads of other States, and 
she has already demoostiated the wis- 
dom of this plan. 


Thera is a good deal of talk about 


changing the location of the State Fair 
to Carson. There is no reason why 
this should be done. Our District Fair 
is all we want, and all we can handle. 
Instead of trying to get the State Fair 
away from Reno, let us make our Dis- 
trict Fair better than the Reno Fair, 
and get the crowd. 


For nine years the people of Reno 


struggled hard with its State Fair in the 
face of opposition, neglect and even rid- 
icule. Reno made a plucky fight for the 
State Fair and won. She should enjoy 
the fruits of her victory. 


The main talk against the State Fair 


arises from the mismanagement of the 
present year. The outrageous prices of 
hay, the display of ignorance iu the 
awards, and the manifest unfairness of 
the racing decisions, ought not be made 
a reason for attacking the State Fair. 
The cause of the trouble was simply a 
man trying to run a number of things 
he knew nothing about. Mr. Powning 
is simply inexperienced in management 
of Fairs, but was anxious to demonstrate 
that he could do certain things better 
than anybody else. But then Powuing 
in always bobbing up in this way, and 
always bobbing down again iu a state of 
collapse. He ought never to have been 
allowed to act as President of the State 
Fair and jeopardize the future of so im- 
portant a branch of our State's prosper- 
ity. He knows nothing about agricul- 
ture, nothing about the points of horses 
and cattle, nothing of turf rules and 
nothing of finance, yet he assays to rule 
all these departments. The purchase 
of new Fair grounds with the money 
given by the State was bad, for il, will 
simply saddle a debt on the Association 
which will require future legislative 
clemency to liquidate. 
The bill by 


which the money was appropriated ex- 
pressly states that a portion shall be 
used "for improving the grounds and 
paying premiums." 
The grounds have 


aot been improved, and even the simple 
matter of providing suitable drinking 
troughs for the stock was neglected, and 
itock was obliged to drink out of mud 
boles. All this caused a lot of kicking, 
and the racing decisions so incensed 
several horsemen that they left the track, 
vowing never to return. 


AH this, however will blow over in 


twelve months, and with some level- 
tieaded practical man at the head of 
the Association lost ground will be re- 
covered.
